The Progress of Old Age in New Studies. 

Socrates learned to play on musical instru- 
ments in his old age; Cato, at cighty, thought 
proper to learn Greek; and Plutarch, almost as 
late in life, Latin. 

Theophrastus began his admirable work on 


‘the Characters of Men, at the extreme age of 


ninety. He only terminated his literary labours 
by hus death. ‘ 

Peter Ronsard, one of the fathers of French 
poetry, applied himself late to study. His acute 
genius, and ardent application, rivalled those po- 
etic models which he admired; and Boccaccio 
was thirty-five years of age when he commenced 
his studies in polite literature. 

The great Arnauld retained the vigour of his 
genius, at the command of his pen, to his last 
day ; and at the age of eighty-two was still the 
great Arnauld. 

Sir Henry Spelman neglected the sciences in 
youth, but cultivated them at fifty years of age, 
and preduccd gvud fruit. 
chiefly passed in farming, which greatly divert- 
ed him from his studies ; but a remarkable disap- 
pointment repecting a contested estate, dixgust- 
ed him with these rustic occupations ; resolved to 
attach himself to regular studies, and literary so- 
ciety, he sold his farms, and became the most 
learned antiquity and lawyer. 

Colbert, the famous French minister; almost at 
sixty, returned to his Latin and law studies. 

Tellierr, the chancellor of France, learned lo- 
gic, merely for an amusement, to dispute with 
his grandchildren. 

Dr. Johnson applied himself tu the Dutch lan- 
guage but afew years before his death, Thre 
Marquis de Saint Aulaire, at the age of seventy, 
began to court the muses, and they crowned him 
with their freshest flowers. The verses of this 

‘rench Anacreon are full of fire, delicacy, and 
sweetness 

Chaucer’s Canterbury Tales were the com- 
position of his latest years: they were begun in 
his fifty-fourth year, and finished in his sixty- 
first. 

Ludovico Monaklesco, at the extraordinary age 
of 115, wrote the memoirs of his times. A sin- 
gular exertion, noticed by Voltaire, who himself 
is one of the most remarkable instances of the 
progress of age in new studies, 

The most delightful of auto-biographies for ar- 
tists, is that of Benvenuto Cellini; a work of 
great originality, which was not begun till * the 
clock of his age had struck fifty-eight.” 

Koonhert began at forty to learn the Latin and 
Greek languages, of which he became a master ; 
several students, who afterwards distinguished 
themselves, have commenced as late in life their 
literary pursuits. Ogilby, the translator of Ho- 
mer and Virgil, knew little of Latin or Greck till 
he was past fifty; and Franklin’s philosophical 
pursnits began when he had nearly reached his 
fiftieth year.

SINGULAR CIRCUMSTANCE. 

Some months since the Indiana papers contain. 
ed an account of a girl of 13 years of age, fram 
whose tace aud under the eye “clots of blood” 
would occasionally Goze, together with pieces ot 
cartilage and bone, leaving no mark or trace on 
the face ; the girl at the same time enjoyed good 
health. Seversl eminent physicians witnessed this 
extraordinary Case, and one of them, Dr. Shuler, 
of Vincennes, writes the following letter to Dr. 
Mitchell, on the subject :— 

“ Enclosed are specimens of bone and cartil- 
age, with a clot, tliat were taken from the girl’s 
face. Iregret 1 have no more to send you. | 
think you will have received some before this 
time, from Gen. Evans. The specimens | found 
are smaller than most that made their appear- 
ance. ‘The largest of them owes its whiteness 
externally, to having been brushed, and is 
smoother than most of those which I saw. All 
the bones had some part of their surface smooth : 
but this smoothness was generally on one side. 
The cartilaginous substances appear when dry 
to be of two kinds; the one pale and transparent, 
and the other yellowish, and more opaque, as 
you will find by examination. It is probable, 1 
think, if the cartillage and bone were properly 
analyzed, they would be found to contain a lar- 
ger proportion of gelatime that the regular bone 
of the human body ; and the yellow places especi- 
ally to be composed prineipally of gelatime. The 
clot inclosed is not a fair specimen, it being 
smaller and of a darker colour than most of the 
others. Many were of a dusky white and of a 
fibrous structure. ‘The shades of hue were vari- 
ous, &c.

Abariila, arrived 
at Baltimore, in 16 days from Laguyra, informs, 
that business at that place and Caraccas was very 
dull, and overstocked with all kinds of foreign pro- 
duce and manufactures. Money was extremely 
scarce, and consequently collections very difficult 
to be made. The produce of the country, and 
particularly cocoa was scarce and high. The coun- 
try remained tranquil since the capture of Puerto 
Cavello—merchants feel themselves more secure 
in their persons and property than before. There 
was no news of any importance from Bogota, or 
from the interior. Preskient Bolivar was in Peru, 
and from his activity and the ample means placed 
at his disposal, it was generally supposed the war 
in that country, would soon be brought to a close, 
an'l the Spaniards completely expelled. 

The emigration of strangers, except merchants, 
and others engaged in trade, was very limited.— 
Mechanics, such as carpenters, blacksmiths, hat- 
ters, tailors, shoe makers, cabinet makers, &c. 
would do well, and meet with encouragement ; 
particularly, if they could take with them three or 
four industrious and steady apprentices, as in that 
country none are to be procured. 

General Rodriguez Tavro, filled the office of In. 
tendant of Venezuela, but it was reported he wish- 
ed to retire, being old, and a man of large fortune. 
General Soublette was in Caraccas, and continued 
to have the direction of the war in the depart- 
ment of Zulia, Venezuela, and Orinoco. General 
Bermudez, who had been appointed Intendant of 
Magdalena, had resigned alt bis offices and titles, 
and wished to retire as a private citizen—he was 
waiting for the compliance of his govermment to his 
request. Gen. Pact, was in the Apura, and was 
not expected back until next May. 
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RtO JANEIRO.—By an arrival at Baltimore 
from Kio Janeiro, we learn, that there were ten 
thousand barrels of flour on sale; and some fine 
French flour had been offered at five and six dol- 
lars, but refused. Two or three cargoes of wheat 
had arrived weekly for the three weeks previous 
to the vessel sailing, and a great deal more was 
expected, Flour was selling at Buenos Ayres at 
$8—Hides in demand at 20 cents per Ib.

ror still holds his authority at Rio de Janeiro. He 
has dissolved the government of Bahia, and ap- 
pointed a president and two secretaries to conduct 
the affairs of the province.

By an arrival at Baltimore from Jamaica, pa- 
pers have been received from thence, and con- 
tain interesting intelligence from Peru. The 
advices are to the 25th December. 

The defection of Riva Aguero, and the suc- 
cesses of Gen. Santa Cruz in the South, had pre- 
vented the President Bolivar from opening the 
campaign. ‘The auxiliary division of Chili, given 
up by the Director, composing 1500 men, had 
arrived at Callao, and was to be followed by 600 
cavalry. Gen. Santa Cruz with a strong column, 
remained at Arica, and with the efficient divi- 
sions of Colonels Lanz and Urdimenes from 
the provinces of Upper Peru, kept the enemy in 
check. 

Col. Iparra, aid-de-camp to his Excellency the 
Liberator, who bas just arrived at Bagota from 
Truxillo, brings account of the President having 
been obliged in conformity with the resolutions 
of the Congress, to employ force to put down 
the faction of Riva Aguero; but that on his Ex- 
cellency’s approrching the troops destined by 
Aguero for the invasion of Lima, one of the offi- 
cers of the latter proclaimed their union with the 
legitimate government of Peru, arrested R. Ague- 
ro and Gen. Herrera, who commanded their 
army, and deliveredthem up. In consequence 
of this, the 4000 men composing this force were 
united to the main body, and an end put to the 
intestine discord that threatened the destruction 
of the free portion of Peru. The two Chiefs be- 
fore named have been conducted to Guayaquil 
to be sent to the Isthmus, and from thence to Eu- 
rope. 

The Peruvian Government is now left to con- 

tend against none but its external enemies, for 
the extermination of whom the Patriots of Peru 
will reunite their forts, instead of employing 
themselves in silly apd fruitless cabals. 
_ A flag of truce from the Spanish Authorities 
in Jamaica had arrived at La Guayra, demanding 
from the intendant of Venezeula the Spaniards 
and natives of the Canaries, who from the want 
of means for travelling had been apprehended 
by virtue of the law of expulsion. 

On the 22d ult. his Majesty’s ship Thetis, 
Captain Sir John Phillimore, arrived at Havanna 
from La Vega Cruz having on board J, Ward, Esq. 
who with Mr. Harvey, went out as Consuls to 
Mexico. 

It is confidently asserted that Mr. Ward is 
charged with important despatches to the British 
Mimstry, pressing a recognition of Mexican in- 
dependency, and that Mr. Harve may be ap- 
pointed Envoy, at the same time Bow Bat the 
basis of a commercial treaty.

by the House of Assembly, on the 15th ultimo; 
a copy of which, together with the message more 
fulty explanatory of their views, was presented 
tojHis Excellency early in the ™ eck. In conse- 

uence of these proceedings, Sir William desired 
the attendance of the members at the Council 
Chamber on Thursday, the 18th of March, when 
he vociferated a speech, and then prorogued the 
Colonial Parliament to the first day of the ensu- 
ing month—at which time it will probably of 
course be either further prorogued or dissolved. 
At the conclusion of their resolves, the Assembly 
say , 

“ Thus met in their very first step, with unex- 

lained difficulties and fresh denials of their in- 
ects and never before questioned rights, ac- 
companied with an erroneous relation of facts, 
as applies to the late Treasurer’s Accounts, high- 
ly censuring the Reports of Committees of for- 
mer Houses of Assembly thereon—for the House 
to proceed to business would be to expose them- 
selvesto a renewal of that course of system- 
atic encroachment and reproach which was 
experienced at the late Mouse of Assembly; 
—and from the experience which has been 
had of his Excellency’s disposition, and the recent 
disclosure of his views, it would be an undertak- 
ing utterly hopeless, for the House to attempt to 
proceed in that cordial and confiding co-opera- 
tion with him, so necessary to mature the im- 
portant concerns of the Colony; and, therefore, 
under these trying circumstances, the only al- 
ternative left to the House, and the community 
at large, is patiently to wait until our revered 
Sovereign shall be graciously pleased to grant 
them relief.”

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HORRKID MURDER. 

The following melancholy details are from an 
unquestionable source, and ufford a strong view of 
the depravity of human nature : 

About the 20th of January last, Mr. James New- 
ton, of Greenbrier county, Va. was murdered by 
his own Negro, a lad about 17 or 18 years of age. 
The circumstaoces were these: Early in the morn- 
ing the negro concealed himself in the barn floor, 
béhind a small door, until his master stooped to 
enter through the door which he did unconscious 
of danger; at this moment, the assassin gave him 
the fatal blow upor the head with the poll of an 
axe, which felled him to the floor, and on repeat. 
ing the blows the axe either flew off the helve, or 
broke it near the eye. The negro supposing his 
atrocious design accomplished, carried the body 
and threw it into a stable, behind a young wicked 
horse; the body however manifesting signs of lite, 
he procured another axe, with which he crushed 
the scull in the most shocking and barbarous 
manner. He then went to the kitchen, changed 
his clothes and reported to his Mistress, that the 
young horse had killed Master James. The distress- 
ing occurrence being known, the neighbors col- 
lected in considerable numbers, and an investiga- 
tion of the circumstances led generally to the 
opinion, that the young horse had been guilty of 
the murder; this impression was confirmed by the 
fact of blood, brains, ke. being found adhering to 
the logs and roof of the stable. Two gentlemen 
present, however, were not fully satisfied on the 
subject, and continuing their researches, found 
blood in. considerable quantity concealed under 
the barn floor some feet from the stable; on exa- 
roining the negro in relation to this appearance, he 
endeavoured to account for it by stating, that be- 
ing unwilling to have his master’s blood upon his 
feet, he had wiped it on the straw, which he then 
swept into the barn floor; they then enquired wiat 
he had swept it with, he said the broom, which 
they found sticking up near the wall, and bloody. 
This singular position of the broom, he explained 
by saying, that in his distress for his master, he 
threw it at a chicken which was making a noise, 
and it stuck fast; but as the gentleman was not 
satisfied with his statement he was taken into cus- 
tocy. His Mistress now recollected that he bad 
changed his clothes that morning. The clothes 
were found concealed under his bed, and were in 
various places crimsoned with blood. His guilt 
now became so clearly demonstrated, that he con- 
fessed the fact, and told them, that the last axe he 
had used, was hidden on the wall piate in the barn, 
where they found it bloody. 

The villain gave as his reason for the murder, 

tha when he and his young Master were at a neigh- 
bor’s last fall, husking corn, a dispute arose be- 
tween himself and some person present, during 
which his master ordered him to desist and be si- 
lent: upon his refusing to do so, his master took 
the liberty of slapping his jaws. This affront was 
to0 great to be torgiven, and could only be wash- 
ed out by blood. 
Mr, James Newton and his sister Hannah, both 
pretty well advanced in years and both single, had 
supported unblemished characters, and had taken 
pains to educate this negro, who with themselves 
constituted the whole tamily. They lived on 
Greenbrier River, some 6 or 8 miles from Lewis- 
burg. On the 13ih inst. the negro was to have 
been executed at Lewisburg.

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DEAF AND DUMB. 


By an abstract Of the treasurer’s account of re- 
ceipts and expenditures, of the New-York Deaf 
and Dumb Institution, for the year 1825, it appears 
that the institution has had at its disposal $8,914 
24, of which $6,890 70 has been expended, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $2,023 64, towards de- 
fraying the expenses of 1824. During the past 
year, there have been eleven pupils received, and 
fourteen discharged, leaving fifty remaining under 
instruction. Of these fifiy, twenty-seven are state 
pupils, under the law of 16th April, 1822 ; six are 
private pay pupils, and seventeen are charity pu- 
pils. The improvement of the pupils, where they 
have been any time under instruction, both as res- 
pects their moral and intellectual attainments, is 
highly gratifying to the directors, and the friends 
of the deaf and dumb. 





Shipwreck —A letter from Nassau, under date 
of March 10, says—“ The sloop Theodore arrived 
here this day from the Havana. Capt. Crowden 
states that he saw at the Isaacs, the appearance of 
a wreck; that be landed there on the 2d instant, 
where he found two dead bodies, and some linea 
clothing, so torn by the rocks, that he could not 
discover any marks upon them : he brought to my 
office a small canvass bag, marked * Brig Hector’s 
Lanthorn Bag.” The cargo, Capt. C. supposes, 
from the remains on the rocks, to have been hay 
and lumber. From all appearance he supposes 
the whole crew to have perished; the vessel ap- 
parently new.” 





Thompson's Islind.—In the British House of 
Commons Feb. 20, one of the opposition Members 
called the attention of Ministers to tle Naval Sta- 
tion which the United States were forming in the 
vicinity of the Flori/as. Sir G. Cockburne, one 
of the Lords of the Admiralty, in reply, remarked, 
that Government could not object to the Ameri 
cans forming any eatablishments they might think 
proper in their own territory; but that the govern- 
ment thought it their duty to keep an eye on 
them. 





PORTER’S SQUADRON. 

The U. S. ship John Adams, and the Sea Gull, 
arrived at St. Barts, on the 4th ult, from Norfolk, 
and sailed on the 8th for St. Christophers —offi- 
cers and crew all well. The Syren at New York 
has brought many letters from them, A letter 
from an officer dated the the 2d, says—‘‘ After 
rather a boisterous passage, we have arrived, all 
well off St. Barts—the Commodore.is vet unde- 
termined whether to anchor, as his only object 
in touching here appears to be to join the Sea 
Gull and obtain information respecting Columbia 
and Spanish Privateers and Pirates. He will, of 
course, be governed very much by such infor- 
mation as he may obtain. He intends to give the 
West Indies a good examination before he gets 
to Thompson’s Island.” 





LATE FROM KEY ‘WEST. 

The sloop Ocean capt. Johnson, has arrived at 
Norfolk in 16 days from Key West, bringing in- 
telligence from that-station to the 10th ult. The 
Ocean has brought home forty-six sick and con- 
valescent seamen and marines, belonging to the 
sqtiadron, in charge of midshipman Peyton Hen- 
ley, and attended by surgeon’s mate Van Brunt. 
These were the only men unfit for duty at the 
time the Ocean sailed. Corporal Rodgers, of the 
marines, died on the passage, the 14th inst. of ex- 
cessive debility. Dr. James BR. Boyce has return- 
ed in the Ocean, in consequene of bad health.— 
He has been very ill, and although mucli improved 
since he left the Island, He is stil very feeble.— 
Capt. Jesse Wilkinson still continued in command 
ot the naval forces on that station, «‘om. Porter 
not having arrived there. We learn, that:capt. 
W. with the officers and men of the squadron, and 
on the Island, were all in the enjoyment ‘of good 
health, when the Ocean saticd. Dr, Duberry was 
the only medical officer remaining at Key West. 
The tollowing vessels of the squadron were left at 
the Island:—vU. S, brif Spark, Li. Com. Newton, 
to sail in a few days on a cruise; store ship De. 
coy, Lt. Com. Gamble: sechrs. Grey Hound, Lt. 

Zantzinger; Terrier, Lt. ’In- 
tosh, and Jackail, Lt. Oellers—the last having ber 
foremast out, and undergoing repairs.

are coming to shore. Most of the emigrants that 
have arrived this winter, are descendants from 
those hardy and enterprising men who, 20 or 30 
years ago, made the forests disappear in the wes- 
tern parts of the State of New York, at that time 
called *‘ the Westward” Sometimes we see an old 
veteran accompanying his children, and seeming 
well pleased to have it in his power to teachjthem 
how to convert the wilderness into blooming gar- 
dens, 


MR. BAPTIST? IRVINE, 

Extract of a letter from a gentleman in Laguyra 
to his friend in Ballimore, dated 3d March, re- 
ceived by the Abaribla, 

“B. Invine arrived here four days ago from 
Curacao alter a confinement of sixteen months.— 
He was liberated by a direct order from the king 
of Holland, without trial, inasmuch as he bad not 
directly nor indirectly violated any laws of Holland, 
consequently his confinement has been illegal on 
the part of the governor and officers of the island 
of Curacao; and the severai petitions he made du- 
ring his captivity have becn unjustly detained by 
the government of the island from personal fear 
of exposing themselves to the displeasure of the 
sovereign, and the dread of penalties which must 
eventually accrue to the benefit of Mr. I. who, 1 
presume will seek redress for his grievances from 
the Dutch government through the government 
of the United States.” 

The dwelling house of Matthias Mort, living in 
Dublin Township, Bedford County, was destroyed 
by fire on the night of the 19th ult. The family 
remained round the smoking ruins til! morning, 
the parents exerting themselves to preserve their 
naked children from the inclemency of the wea- 
ther. After daylight, Mr. Mort went to a neigh- 
bor’s to procure some grain, and thence to a mill 
to have it ground. While waiting for his grist, a 
messenger arrived with the distressing intelligence, 
that, as one of his sons, a boy twelve years of age, 
was hunting among the ruins for nails, the chim- 
ney unfortunately fell, and crushed him to death. 





On Monday morning, about 4 o’clock, a fire 
broke ont in the house oceupicd as a Biscuit Bake- 
ry, in Front, a few doors above Arch street. Tie 
building in which it originated was consumed and 
the adjoining property considerably injured. The 
tenement destroyed was the property of Mr. Gaw, | 
who resided in the back part. In endeavoring to | 
rescue a part of his property, this gentleman was 
surprized by 4 column of smoke, and unfortunately 
fell a victim to suffocation. He has left a large 
family to deplore his untimely fate, and his fellow

The grenadiers, at 
the head of the column, finding themselves aban- 
doned by the rear, hesitated; but being burried 
away in the flight, they persisted in keeping pos- 
session of their general. They seized him by his 
arms and by his clothes, and dragged him along 
with them, amidst the dead, the dying, and the 
smoke, He was precipitated into a morass, 1n 
which he sunk up to the middle, surrounded by 
the enemy.

Ant or Wuririxe,— -!. Le Roi has contrived a 
new and very simple method for teaching the art 
of writing. A thin and perfectly transparent plate 
of horn, of the usual size of a leaf of paper, has the 
polish removed from one of its sides. When laid 
upon the copy the hand of a child easily traces the 
letters upon the unpolished side, which neither 
‘bsorbs the ink nor allows it to spread. When the 
whole plate is written over, the ink is washed off 
with water, and is ready for a new exercise. ‘Thus 
the same horn which is not liable to break, may 
serve indefinitely, and by this means produce a 
great economy of paper—a consideration not to be 
neglected. Several analogous methods have been 
adopted both in England and France. Oiled paper, 
glass, a machine for guiding the pupil’s hand, &c 
have heen used, but it is evident that the method 
uf M. Le Ros has none of their imperfections, The 
minister of the interior, who has witnessed the suc 
cess obtained by this invention, has rewarded the 
suthor ; and the societies of encouragement, and of 
elementary instruction, as well as the writing aca- 
demy, have expressed their approbation of this new 
process. Mothers may teach their children to 
write inthe absence of ihe master ,oreven dispense 
with his attendance by the adoption of the horn.—

It is now ten years since I paid attention to the 
business of making manure, Various methods, 
have been tric d, but I have hit upon no plan which 
anewers the purpose so well as a careful attention 
tomy bogs. From them I obtain a greater quan. 
tity of manure, at a trifling expense than by any 
other way. Pu-sually fatten four hogs in a year.— 
These are contined in a yard twenty feet square 
with a convement shelter for them during the might 
and im cold and stormy weather. Into their yard, 
[put te scrapings of ditebes, the dirt which is 
continually collecting about the dwelling house 
and ober buiddings together with the straw with 
which they arc Httered, frequently clearmy it out, 
and granting them a fresh supply. During the 
summer, I often throw in large quantities of 
weeds, brakes, and other rubbish. In this way 1 
make from 25 to 30 loads of manure more valua. 
ble than that taken from the barn yard. [Last 
‘pring I planted a field of two acres ‘with corn: 
one half manured with 10 loads from the hog pen, 
inthe bill; the other with the same quantity of 
manure from the barn yard, Qn harvesting the 
corn, t bad 50 bushels from the part manured from 
the pen and 42 from the other part. The diffe. 


rence of eight bushels repaid me for my trouble 
wd expense.
